The Assiniboine is also receding, two tenths 
of a foot being the drop recorded at Headingly, 12 miles west of 
Winnipeg. 

Both city and dominion water power officials pronounce the 
city out of danger and expressed the belief that the high water would 
pass out without overflowing banks here.
